‘ment of West Germany. 

Before Suydam talked to re- 
porters British Foreign Minister 
Anthony Eden told the House of 
Commons that the three Western 
powers had started talks looking

“The fact is that the three 
powers are in consultation on this 
matter,.’’ Suydam said. He said 
ipreliminary discussions were 
started before French ratification 
of the Paris treaties and are 
“quiet active now that the 
Paris accords have been rat 
fied.’’

PARIS, March 28—A French 
electric locomotive broke the 
world’s speed record today when 
it roared down the tracks be- 
tween Bordeaux and Dax at 200 
miles an hour. ; 


The gray, blunt-nosed engine, 
called a CC7107, pulled three 
cars as it tore through the flat, 
sandy countryside in southwest 
France. 

The CC7107 may bask only to 
night in its glory. Tomorrow 
morning the French nationalized 
railroads will speed test anothe1 
the BB9004, in hopes ol 
shattering the day-old record. 

The race’ between the engines 
may well determine the future 
type of electric engine employed 
in France. 

The CC7107, built 
Alsthom factories in 
weighs 107 d 
around 4,400 horsepower. A sister 
engine, the CC7121, until today 
held the world’s speed record, es- 
tablished last Feb. 21. On that 
date the engine attained a speed 
of 152 miles per hour, -m4 

The BB9004 a prototype en- 
gine built by the Societe du Ma- 
teriel de Traction Electrique. 
Weighing only 80 tons, it delivers 
around 4,300 horsepower. 

The electrification of Fren 
rail lines is being rapidly pushed.
